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Circuit Court Gives Colwell, Kilburn Life Sentence 



Perry County Circuit Cotfrt yesterday found Curt Colwell 
and Elmer Kilburn guilty of wilfully murdering Lillie Valen- 
tine with a shotgun last December, and recommended life Im- 
prisonment for the two. 

Circuit Judge Courtney Wells said he will probably pass 
sentence of Colwell and Kilburn some time Saturday morning 
If given life Imprisonment, they will be eligible for parole in 

The 11-man, one woman Jury returned the verdict at 10:15 
a m , Tuesday after deliberating almost five hours. 

Carl Eversole, attorney for the defense of Colwell, 19, and 
Kilburn. 21, said he plans to file a motion and grounds for a 
new trial before the Circuit Court term expires Saturday 

The verdict climaxed two exhausting days of testimony 
in which more than 23 witnesses were called to the stand. The 
trial wore on until 10 pm.. Monday and Tuesday nights 

The commonwealth attorneys, Tolbert Combs. Bill Melton 
and Gus Cornett, based their case around the testimonies of 
Paul Napier, who was seriously injured at the time Mrs. Valen- 
tine was murdered, and Frankie Valentine, daughter of Mrs 
Valentine, who said she saw Curt Colwell fire the shotgun that 
claimed her mother's life. 

Identifies Colwell 

Napier positively identified Colwell as the killer. 

"Right there he sits," Napier said, looking at Colwell seat- 
ed at the defendants table. "I’m looking him right in the damn- 
ed eya” 



Frankie Valentine, Napier’s sister-in-law, said: 

"I seen Curt standing at the window and he had the gun 
and shot Mommy.” 

In defending Colwell and Kilburn, Evarsole raised the 
question of why Napier and Frankie waited so long before 
naming the persons they saw shoot Mrs. Valentine. Ho pointed 
out that state and county officers were attempting to discover 
the murderers, and that If thoy knew Colwell was guilty, they 
should have spoken up. 

Napier and Miss Valentine first accused Colwell and Kil- 
burn, Mar. 11, almost three months after the slaying. 

Commonwealth Attorney Combs indicated in testimony 1 hat 
Napier waited before naming the murderers only because he 
was not physically able to talk or remember what had happen- 
ed for some time. Napier was struck in the head by buckshot 
from the murder weapon 

"Thought A Lot of Her" 

In determining a motive for the killing, the prosecution 
questioned Colwell and Kilburn about a fight they reportedly 
had in Valentine’s restaurant on the Friday night before the 
Sunday killing. It was revealed that Colwell, had in his posses- 
sion a .45-calibre pistol that night. Kilburn went outside to 
fight another boy, he said. 

The next day, Mrs. Valentine secured a warrant for the 
arrest of Kilburn and Colwell. They later paid a fine. When 
asked if this was not why he killed Mrs. Valentine, Colwell 
replied: 

"No sir. 1 thought a lot of Mrs. Valentine ’’ 



Another witness whose testimony hurt Colwell and Kilburn’s 
chance* of acquital was Susie Iiewis. Miss liewis said she was 
sitting in a car with Sam Cornett at Smyly’s Drive-In near Wal- 
kertown not long after 5 pm. the evening of the shooting. 

She said Colwell and Kilburn and Kilburn’s wife, Leona, 
drove up to Smyly’s and that the two boys came over to the 
car she was in and asked her and Cornett if they had heard 
about the shooting at Combs 

Both Colwell and Kilburn denied making the statement, 
and said that it was shortly after 4 pm. that they saw Miss 

Sam Cornett, now an inmate at the Kentucky State Refor- 
matory. was brought to Hazard as a witness by the Common- 
wealth but he did not appear in court. 

The degree of visibility of Napier and Frankie Valentine 
in looking through the window through which Mrs. Valentine 
was shot figured prominently in Eversole’s defense argument. 

He said that Docember 22 is the shortest day of the year, 
and darkness comes before 5 p.m. Eversole claimed it is difficult 
to be in a lighted room and see images outside a window when 
it is dark. Mrs. Valentine was shot after 5 p.m. 

28 Feet Away 

Eversole used the testimony of State Detective Edward Cor- 
nett and photographs Cornett took the morning after the shoot- 
ing to establish the position of the gun-wielder at about 28 feet 
from the window. 

The pictures, entered in the trial as evidence, showed the 
scatter of nine shotgun pellets in a plastic curtain at the res-
